On more than one occasion The Times has averted 


to the promise that lay in these deserted hills of Southern 
Oliio in the way of fruit culture. It might be supposed 
we but deal in surmise or the holding out of expectation 
impossible of realization, but induliable proof of what 
can be done is at hand. It comes in the shape of entries 
made by U. T. and E. G. Cox, brothers, living in Law- 
rence county, in the apple exhibit at the State Fair of last 
week. Out. of total premiums offered of four hundred and 
thirty-seven dollars, they took two hundred and eighty- 
nine, considerably over half. Better than that they got 
all but twenty-five dollars of the premiums they com- 
peted for. Editorializing on their triumph the Columbus 
State Journal calls it an apple romance. But-it is not 
that, it is an apple reality, worked out through brains and 
industry. Some years back the father of the Cox boys, 
Preston Cox, bought a denuded hillside in Lawrence 
county. He grubbed and toiled and when he had it en- 
tirely cleared he planted it in apple trees. When he died 
Ins sons took upon his work and his inspiration. The re- 
sult they ataincd we have noted, but that it not.all and 
if it were it would not have really been worth while. 


The Cox boys have found fruit culture exceedingly 


profitable and they have devoted themselves to it with 
an enthusiasm, which has communicated to their neigh- 
bors and made the industry one of importance in their 
section. 


What they have all done can be equally well done 


all over this region. It may not be apple orchards here 
will yield thousands of dollars'a year to the acre as they 
(Jo in Idaho and Oregon, but they can be made to give i/p 
hundreds. It must not be thought, however, that apple 
culture, once the tree is planted and comes to bear is 
nil play and profit, and 110 work and expense. But in this 
common supposition lies all disaster and disappointment. 
An apple tree requires more care and culture than a corn 
sialk. According to the best methods of the far west, 
the ground in which it is set should be plowed three times 
a year and the tree itself sprayed that often. 
Tlie rea- 


son for this is,plain. Grass and underbrush are the har- 
boring places of the insects and bugs that.prey upon the 
fruit, while the spraying is done to exterminate the Sun 
,Tose scale, the mortal enemy of the tree. This requires 
labor and expense, but these are not, so much measured 
by expenditure thereof as by return upon them. On the 
standard as applied-to other products there can be no 
doubt the rewards of apple culture in Southern Ohio 
won'.d be abundant.
